Sie : I have the honor to make the following report of transactions 
of the Service at this port and the 6 subports of Porto Eico, for the 
month of October, 1900 : 

San Juan. — Total number of vessels inspected 18, of which number 
17 were passed and 1, the Spanish steamship Isla de Panay, from Havana 
via Central and South American ports, was detained and the baggage 
of her local passengers disinfected. Five pieces of baggage were disin- 
fected during the month. 

The provisional steamer Julia entered on the 20th instant. She had 
been disinfected at Santiago, Cuba, as usual. 

The sanitary conditions of this city remain fairly good. The weather 
is excessively warm, and rendered very enervating by reason of the 
humidity present. 
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The equipment of the station has been materially added to during the 
month, a new double range, cooking utensils, hospital outfit, and office 
furniture having been received from the purveying division.
